6 0 0 D WORK MAY BE EXTENDED 


Ex pense Is No t Grea t a nd Streets Arc 
Mule llio li Better by a 
Coal of Oil. 


Lead by Attorney IT. S. Dixon, who 
lias been watching 
the 
successful 
trials of the experiment in other cit 
ies, tlie residents 
of 
Chamberlain 
street near John Dixon park, and a d ­ 
joining streets are to oil the streets 
It is proposed to oil nearly half 
a 
mile of roadway in that neighbor­ 
hood. and the residents and property 
owners of the street will purchase the 
oil. 
Mr. Dixon has been in correspond­ 
ence with the Standard Oil company 
and cities where the oil Is being used 
for some time, and as a result of his 
Investigations he has intersted 
the 
people of his neighborhood 
in 
the 
plan. 
it is proposed to oil on Chamber- 
lain street, all around the John Dixon 
park, two blocks on North Hennepin 
avenue and a strip on Upham place. 
Over 
half 
a mile of road 
is to he 
oiled. The property owners will ask 
the city to remove 
the weeds 
and 
loose dirt from the streets before the 
oil is applied, and it is practically as. 
sured that the city will do this. 


Co st No t (irea t. 


Mr. Dixon has received quotations 
from the Standard Oil company, from 
whom the oil will b«* purchased, and 
it is learned that the crude petroleum 
which is used for street oiling, can be 
purchased in a tank car at 3 
1-4 cents 
per gallon, delivered. At that price 
it is estimated the cost will be very 
nominal. 


The oiling of streets lias been tried 
in Freeport, Rockford, Sterling 
and 
many other neighboring cities. 
It 
has been found to work ixarfeotly. 
One oiling is reported to be sufficient 
to keep the dust entirely down 
for 
iho entire season, and in addition the 
oiling 
of the streets keeps them in 
better condition. Rains run off 
the 
surface more quickly, there is not 
much mud after a storm and the s ur ­ 
face of the street is kept in much bet­ 
ter condition. 
Mr. Dixon, who has been instru­ 
mental in raising a fund of $1200 for 
the improvement of John Dixon park, 
will in a few- days s ta rt his solicita­ 
tion for the funds with which to 
P« ir- 
hase the oil. It is hoped that 
the 
streets can he prepared and the oil 
put on it within a few' weeks. Doubt­ 
less other property owners about the 
city, after seeing the success which it 
is said follows the oiling of streets, 
will take up the movement and next 
season Dixon will have miles of oiled 
highways.

The charge was 
made by Mrs. Katherine Roden, who 
claims that Fitzgerald threw stones 
through the windows of her house 
and raised considerable disturbance 
around her house one evening about 
a month ago. lie waived examina­ 
tion and was committed to jail, as 
he could not furnish the bond. 
Fitzgerald was arrested at about
